NEWCHWANG 
OBJECTIVE.

LOCATIONS OF JAPANESE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

TIEN-TSIN, July 8-—It has been 
learned here from a Russian source 
that the locations of some of the Japa- 
Rese troops are as follows: The Sec- 
“ond and Twelfth Divisions are march- 
ing from Feng Wang Cheng in the di- 
rection of Liao Yang and Saimatsze. 
A d@ivision of the guards is near tie 
Yaiu and the Tenth Division is near 
Takushan; both these divisions are 
raarching in the direction of Haicheng, 
and on their left and right flanks are 
reserves from the Yalu. Gen. Oku's 
army is composed to three divisions, 
and, with the Sixth Division and ar: un- 
named division, is marchnge toward 
Port Arthur. 

KAICHOU CRUCIAL FEATURE. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 8.—Ua- 
reually long official telegrams were 
received tonight, but while supplement- 
img the rrevionus advices to the Asso- 
tiated Press from the front, they do 
rot bring the military situation be- 
yond July 5. Therefore, the fight of 
July 6& reported in a dispatch from 
Ta Teche Kiao, which brought the 
Japanese within five miles of Kaichou, 
is the recent news of the day. 

The approach of the Japanese to 
Kaichou is taken as a crucial] feature 
of the situation. This leaves an op- 
portunity for a vigorous defense of 
Kaichou, bringing south for this pur- 
/pose Gen. Kouropatkin, who is still 
‘at Ta Tche Kiao, or for the Russians 
to evacuate Kaichou without serious 
,Tesistance; probabiy concentrating at 
‘Ta Teche Kiao, at which is the end 
of the branch railroad connecting New- 
chwang with the main line and appar- 
ently the last place where a stand 
could be made to prevent the Japanese 
from pushing across the peninsula, 
seizing Newchwang and its port and 
establishing a new base on the west 
Coast of the peninsula. 

OUTPOSTS FAR NORTH. 

‘The fact that the Japanese outposts 
are gradually pushing out along the 
whole front, even to the north of 
Liao Yang. as pointed out in the As- 
sociated Press dispatches, makes fight- 
ing a possibility almost anywhere 
Siong the railroad. The skirmishes 
around Kaichou and Senuchen enu- 
merated in Gen. Kouropatkin's dis- 
patch to the Czar are regarded as of 
particular importance except for the 
fact that Siadiama, one of the points 
mentioned, is only cight miles from 
Kaichou. The skirmishes near this 
place, together with the other skir- 
mishes, indicate preparations for an 
advance on Kaichou. 

Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff"’s  repori 
mainiy traverses the ground covered 
in Gen. Kouropatkin's dispatch, but 
with greater detail. This report does 
not mention any important movement 
gave the presence a detachment at 
Diao Din Hill, twenty-five miles 
southwest of Mukden.

KOUROPATKIN REPORTS. 

The Czar has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin 
under date of July 5: 

“Rifle firing between patrols took 
July 4 at the outskirts of Va- 


nese patrols retired to the southward. 
We lost only horses and wounded. 
“According to Chinese accounts 


thirty-seven miles southwest of 


Takuahan. 

“A Cossack patrol, July 4, pushed 
forward to Palamatezza, where con- 
siderable forces of the enemy were 
discovered.” 

Lieut..Gen. Sakharoff, in a long re 
port to the General Staff. dated July 6, 
covers much the same ground as the 
report from Gen. Kouropatkin to the 
Czar under date of July 65. 

Gen. Sakharoff gives details of a 
number of other minor engagements 
in which the Russians drove back the 
Japanese outposts and captured pa 
trols but he mentions nothing in the 
nature of a considerable engagament 
or of serious losses on either side. 
BALTIC SQUADRON’S ACTIVITY. 

A division of the Baltic squadron 
will sail from Cronstadt, July 28, under 
sealed orders. Complete mystery en 
shrouds its destination. It is under- 
stood that the division will include 
the armored cruiser Admiral Nakhi- 
moff, the battleship Osliabla, the pro- 
tected cruiser Aurora and the battle- 
ship Alexander Ill, and possibly the 
battleship Navarin and the transport 
Kamtchatka. “Great stacks of charts 
were put on board the Admiral Nakh!- 
moff, the Osliabia andthe Aurora yes- 
terday. 

The genera] naval situation is con- 
sidered much improved. There is ela- 
tion everywhere over the latest suc- 
cessful cruise. The Admiralty ex- 
presses astonishment at the failure of 
the Japanese torpedo flotilla to drive 
home its.attack on the Viadivostok 
squadron under the favorable circum- 
stances related in the dispatches re- 
ceived from Vladivostok yesterday. 
MOUNT SEVEN HUNDRED GUNS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

TIEN TSIN, July 8.—Three French- 
men who arrived at Taku yesterday 
from Port Art>ur, having come over 
on a Chinese junk, report that 30,000 
soldiers and 10,000 marines compose 
the garrison of the Russian strong- 
hold, and that the Russians have 
mounted 700 guns on the 
north of Port Arthur. 

KUROKI CONFIDENTIAL. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

LIAO YANG, July 7.—Gen. Kuroki, 
talking to a Russian officer who had 
peen taken prisoner, said the Japa- 
nese intend to take possession of al! 
Southern Manchuria, establishing 
themselves at Port Arthur and Yin- 
kow (the port of Newchwang) which 
it is the purpose to fortify, garrison 
with large bodies of troops and sup- 
ply it with long-range artillery. If 
the Russians then recapture these 
places, Gen. Kuroki declared, it will 
be at the cost of an enormous amount 
of money and 800,000 fresh troops 
from Europe. 

RUMORED RUSSIAN VICTORY.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 8, 1:32 p. 
m.—It is reported in @ special dis- 
patch from Liao Yang under yester- 
day’s date that a persistent rumor is 
current there to the effect that a na- 
val engagement has occurred at Port 
Arthur in which twenty-one Japanese 
warships participated, resulting in a 
Russian victory. A similar report was 
current at Liao Yang July 5, the loca- 
tion of the engagement then being 
given as northward of Gensan, Ko- 
rea. 

THE ESPIEGLE TURNED BACK.

TIEN TSIN, July 8.—A telegram 

received from Chinwangtao says the 

British gunboat Espiegie reached 

there on her return from Newchwang 

July 6. It was originally intended to 

prevent the Espiegle from teaving 

Chinwangtao for Newchwang, but the 

message to this end was received too 

late. The Russians did not allow her 
to enter the harbor of Newchwang. 

This evidently was prearranged, for 

the British Consul at Newcrwang, 

Bross, boarded the gunboat outside 

the harbor and was in communication 

with her officers.

Structure of our free republic and 


every Democratic extension from | 


Louisiana to California and Texas to 
Oregon, which preserved faithfully in 
all the States the tie between the na- 
tion and representation. They yet in- 
spire the masses of our people, guard- 
ing jealously their rights and liberties 
and cherishing their fraternity, peace 
and orderly development. They re- 
mind us of our duties and responsibil. 
ities as citizens and impress upon us, 
particularily at this time, the neces- 
sity of reform. 

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. 

(1.) The application of these funda- 
mental principles to the living issues 
of the day !- the first step toward 
the assured peace, safety and progress 
of our nation. Freedom of the press, 
of conscience and of speech—equality. 
The law of all citizens—right of trial 
vy jury; freedom of the person de- 
fended by the writ of habeas corpus; 
liberty of personal contract untram- 
meled by sumptuary laws; supremacy 
of the civil over the military author- 
ity; a well-disciplined militia; the sep- 
aration of church and State; economy 
in expenditures; low taxes, that labor 
may be lightly burdened; promptv and 
sacred fulfillment of public and pri- 
vate obligations; fidelity to treaties; 
peace and friendship with all nations, 
entangling alliances with none; abso- 
lute acquiescence in the will of the 
majority, the vital principle of repub- 
lies—these are doctrines which Democ- 
racy has established as proverbs of 
the nation, and they should be can- 
stantly enforced. 

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

We favor enactment and admin- 
istration of laws giving labor and cap- 
ital impartially their just rights. Cap- 
ital and labor ought not to be enemies. 
Each is necessary to the other. Each 
has its rights, but the rights of labor 
are certainly no less “vested” no less 
“sacred,” and no leas “unalienable” 
than the rights of capital. 

CONSTITUTIONAL GUARANTY. 

Constitutional guarantees are vio- 
lated whenever any citizen is denied 
the right to labor, acquire and enjoy 
property or reside where interest or 
inclination may determine. Any denial 
thereof by individuals or organiza- 
tions or governments should be sum- 
marily rebuked and punished. 

We deny the right of any Execu- 
tive to disregard or suspend any con- 
stitutional privilege or limitation. 
Obedience to the laws and respect for 
their requirements are alike the su- 
— duty of the citizen and the of- 

c 

The military should be used only 
to support and maintain the law. We 
unqualifiedly condemn its employment 
for the summary banishment of cit- 
izens without trial, or for the control 
of elections. 

We approve the measure which 
passed the United States Senate in 
1896, but which a Republican Congress 
has ever since refused to enact, re- 
lating to contempts in Federal courts, 
and providing for trial by jury in 
cases of indirect contempt. . “9 

WATERWAYS. 


We favor liberal appropriations for 
the care and improvement of the wa- 
terways of the country. Whenever any 
waterway like the Mississippi River is 
of sufficient importance to demand 
special aid of the government, such 
aid should be extended, with a definite 
plan of continuous work until perma- 
nent improvement is secu 

We oppose the Republican pw of 
starving home development in order 
to feed the greed for conquest and the 
appetite for national “prestige” and 
display of strength. 

ECONOMY OF ADMINISTRATION. 

(1.) Large reductions can easily be 
made in the annual expenditures of 
the government without impairing the 
efficiency of any branch of the public 
service, and we shall insist upon the 
strictest economy and frugality com- 
patible with vigorous and effective 
civil, military and naval administra- 
tion for the people. 

(2.) We favor honesty in the public 
service; the enforcement of honesty in 
the public service, and to that end a 
thorough legislative investigation of 
those departments of the nment 
already known to teem with corrup- 
tion, as well as other departments 
suspected of harboring corruption, and 
punishment of ascertained corruption- 
ists without fear or favor or regard to 
persons. The persistent and deliberate 
refusal of both the Senate and House 
of Representatives to permit such 
suggestion to be made demonstrates 
that only by a change in the executive 
and in the legisiative departments can 
complete exposure, punishment and 
conviction be obtained. 

CONTRACTS WITH TRUSTS. 

We condemn the acts of the Repub- 
lican party in Congress in refusing to 
prohibit the executive departments 
from entering into contracts with con- 
victed trusts or unlawful combinations 
in restraint of interstate trade. We 
have one of the best methods of pro- 
euring economy and honesty in the 
public service, and that is to have 
public officials, from the occupant of 
the White House down to the lowest of 
them, return as nearly as may be to 
Jefferson simplicity of living. 

EXECUTIVE USURPATION. 


We favor the nomination and elec- 
tion of a President imbued with the 
principles of the Constitution, who 
will set his face sternly agathst ex- 
ecutive usurpation of legislative and 
judicial functions, whether that 
usurpation be veiled under the guise 
of executive construction of existing 
laws, or whether it takes refuge in 
the tyrant’s plea of necessity or su- 
perior wisdom 


IMPERIALISM. 


We favor the preservation so far as 
we can of an open door for the world’s 
commerce in the Orient, without an 
unnecessary entanglement in ortental 
and European affairs, and without ar- 
bitrary, unlimited, irresponsible and 
absclute government anywhere within 
our jurisdiction. We oppose fervently, 
as did George Washington himeelf, an 
indefinite, irresponsible, discretionary 
and vague absolutism and a policy of 
colonial exploitation, no matter where 
or by whom exercised; we believe with 
Thomas Jefferson oo Adams, 
that no government a right to 
make one set of laws for those “at 
home” and another and a different set 
of laws, absolute in their character, 
for those “in the colonies.” 

All men under the American 
are entitled to the protection of the in- 
stitution whose emblem the flag is. 
Wherever there may exist a people in- 
capable of being governed upon Amer- 
ican laws under the American Consti- 
tution, the territory or people ought 
not to be a part of the American do- 
main. We insist that we ought to do 


for the Filipinos what we have done 
already for the Chbans, and it is our 
duty to make that promise now, and 
upon arantees of proteetion 
to citizens of our own and other 
countries resident there at the time 
of our withdrawal, set the Filipino neo- 
tle upon their feet, free and independ- 
ent to work out their own destiny. 

The endeavor of the Secretary. of 
War, by pledging the government's in- 
cersement for “promoters” in the Phi- 
ippine Islands to make the United 
Stutes a partner in speculative legis- 
lation of the archipelago, which wus 
omy temporarily held up by the op- 
}orition of the Democratic Senators in 
the last session, will, if successful, lead 
to entanglements from which it will 
be difficult to escape.

the American people. This monstrous 
perversion of those equal opportuni- 
ties which owr political institutions 
were established to secure, has caused 
what may once have been infant in- 
dustries to become the greatest com 
nations of capital that the world has 
ever known. These special favorites 
of the government have through trust 
methods, been converted into monopo- 
lies, thus bringing to an end domestic 
competition which was the only al- 
leged check upon the extravagant 
profits made possible by the prote.- 
tive system. These industrial combi- 
nations, by the financial assistance 
they can give now control the policy of 
the Republican party. 

We denounce protection as a robbery 
of the many to enrich the few, and we 
tavor a tariff limited to the necessitiss 
of the government economically admin- 
istered and so levied as not to dis- 
criminate against any industry, ciass 
or section, to the end that the bur- 
dens of taxation shall be distributed is 
equally as possible. 

We favor a revision and a gradua! 
reduction of the tariff by the friends o* 
the masses, and for the commun weul 
and not by the friends of its abuses, ‘ts 
extortions and its discriminations, 
keeping in view the ultimate ends of 
“equality of burdens” and “equality of 
opportunities” and the sole purpose 
of raising a revenue by tuxativn, to 
wit: The support of the Federal gov- 
ernment in all its integrity and virility 
but in simplicity. 

TRUSTS AND COMBINATIONS. 

‘We recognize that the gigantic 
trusts and combinations designed to 
enable capital to secure more than its 
just share of the joint products of 
capital and labor, and which have 
been fostered and promoted under Re- 
publican rule, are a menace to benefi- 
cial competition and an obstacle to 
permanent business prosperity. A 
private monopoly is indefensible and 
intolerable. 

Individual equality of opportunity 
and free competition are essential to 
a healthy and permanent commercial 
prosperity; and any trust, combina- 
tion or monopoly tending to destroy 
these by controlling production, re- 
stricting competition or fixing prices, 
should be prohibited and punished by 
law. We especially denounce rebates 
and discrimination by the tran®porta- 
tion companies, as the most potent 
agency in promoting and strengthen- 
ing these unlawful conspiracies 
against trade. ° 

We demand an enlargement of the 
powers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, to the end that the trav- 
eling public and shippers of this coun- 
try may have prompt and adequate 
relief from the abuses to which they 
are subject in the matter of transpor- 
tation. We demand a strict enforce- 
ment of existing civil and criminal 
statutes against all such trusts, com- 
binations and monopolies, and we de- 
mand the enactment of such furthor 
legisiation as may be necessary to 
effectually suppress them. 

Any trust or unlawful combination 
engaged in interstate commerce which 
is monopolizging any branch of busi- 
ness or production should not be per- 
mitted to tranpact business outside of 
the State of its origin. Whenever it 
shall be established in any court of 
competent jurisdiction that such mo- 
nopolization exists such prohibition 
should be enforced through compre: 
hensive laws to be enacted on the 
subject. 


RFCLAMATION AND DEVELOP- 
MENT. 


We congratulate our western citi- 
zens upon the passage of the law 
known as the Newlands ‘Irrigation 
Act for the irrigation and reclama- 
tion of the arid lands of the West— 
a measure framed by a Democrat, 
passed in the Senate by a non-parti- 
san vote and passed in the House 
against the opposition of almost. all 
the Republican leaders by a vote the 
majority of which was Democratic. 

We call attention to this great Demo- 
cratic measure, broad and comprehen-
